On February 16th last the Federal 
Minister of Agriculture, Hon. J. G. 
Gardiner, announced. in the House of 
Commons what was termed a new. pol- 
icy of the government in respect to 
the marketing of wheat. The Minis- 
ter did not disclose the policy in de- 
tail but he did indicate in a general 
way what the country may expect in 
this connection. , It appears that it is 
the intention of the government to 
bring down legislation .at this session 
of parliament which will be in ace ord- 
ance with the recommendations of 
the Turgeon commission. The re- 
commendations of that commission 
were in brief that the wheat board 
should be scrapped and that there 
should be a return to the futures 
market system; that the grain ex- 
change should be placed under prop- 
er supervision and that encourage- 
ment should be given to the pools in 
the marketing of grain. 

The Federal’government intends to 
pass legislation designed to give as- 
sistance to farmers on the acreage 
basis. According to the Minister of 
Agriculture this latter decision was 
arrived at because of the manner in 
which the pegged price had worked 
out, namely that only those who had 
a crop got any benefit from the mon- 
ey contributed by the government to 
make up the difference between the 
market price’ and the pegiged price of 
- wheat.

any policy or plan which the Domin- 
ion government may have for the as- 
sistance of those who live in stricken 
areas but most people will object to 
what seems a design on the part of 
the government to confuse crop in- 
surance with marketing. 

According to the estimate of Mr. 
Gardiner, the amount which repre- 
sents the difference between the mar- 
ket price of wheat and that paid to 
the farmers of Western Canada under 
the wheat board scheme, and for 
which the Federal treasury must be 
responsible, is probably $48,000,000, 
The Dominion Government had no 
hesitation in appropriating well over 
$60,000,000 to be expended on an al- 
leged defence program in the extrav- 
agent manner indicated in the Bren- 
gun inquiry. But $48,000,000 to the 
farming population of Western Can- 
ada as a frugal return for production 
of foodstuffs for Canada and the em- 
pire is another matter,

8, 1939, of Charles Gordon Holt, at 
the Bar-Heart ranch. Deceased was 
hauling feed for the cattle when the 
horses became restive while passing 
through a gate and in attempting to 
give the reins to the man on the load 
he was caught between the rack and 
the gate post, breaking his back. He 
was caught in such a way that he 
had to be. extricated by cutting and 
sawing the bars of the fence. In the 
meantime he was suffering intense 
pain, due to the injury received, but 
he held up bravely until released 
from his death trap. 


After being released and removed | 
to his home the doctor was sent for. 
Owing to the condition of the roads 
it was 2% hours before the doctor ar- | 
rived and the injured man lived only 
about a half-hour after his arrival.

This was pertinently pointed out in the brief submitted last year to the 
Rowell Commission on Dominion-provincial relations by the Foundation of 
Ontario Naturalists in support of their contention that the Federal ‘gov- 
ernment should take over provincial natural resources or alternatively 
should aid the provinces in developing and conserving them, in the follow- 
ing words: , 

“The general prosperity, of the Canadian people and Canadian business, 
no matter in what province, both as sources of taxation and conversely as 
possible recipients of relief, is of vital concern to the Federal government 
is axiomatic. 

“How important, therefore, that the Federal government should be 
concerned that raw materials be available for the construction and build- 
ing industries, for packages, boxes, barrels, etc., of all kinds for “shipping 
Canadian produce to home and foreign markets, to railways, telephone and 
telegraph companies for ties, poles and posts and rolling stock, to mines 
for props and other construction work, to factories for the manufacture of 
furniture, radios, tools, implements and the hundreds of other things too 
numerous to mention, for fuel and the many uses on the farm." 

And again the same organization pointed out that: “There is the possi- 
bility of. employing relief recipients on forest improvement work, such as 
the building of roads, trails, fire lines, brush disposal, improving and creat- 
ting tourist camp sites and conveniences, etc., etc. There still remains a 
tremendous amount of such work to be done.”

Details of new taxation and of the 
government's new ideas for invading 
the field of private business were be- 


ing awaited anxiously by the taxpay- | 


ers who must pay the bills even) 
though deprived of business, and by | 
the whole public who are being look- 
ed upon as customers. 


The system of marketing boards 
which the government announced in 
one bill is to extend to any line of 
business or industry which the gov- 
ernment wants to invade or regulate 
or control absolutely, in the guise of 
reducing prices to consumers and at 
the same time, by some method or 
other, maintaining prices paid to pro- 
ducers. Mass buying is the aim and 
it remains to be seen how and whe- 
ther the government; through a sys- 
tem of marketing boards and costly 
administration, can overcome govern- 
mental reputation for small business 
ability to the point of doing business 
more efficiently than can men trained 
in business for many years. The 
marketing board bill contains the 
provision however, that the boards 
can draw money from the provincial 
treasury when needed. 

The other new venture of the. gov- 
ernment is to be in fire insurance, 
through establishment of a. govern- 
ment commission which like a pri- 
vate company is to undertake to in- 
sure clients against fire losses. Pend-

| It was not explained, either, how 
| the government intends to set up a 

|fund, starting from scratch, which

j policy-holders as it obtains. The 
; government alleged that in Alberta 
‘the fire claims in one year amounted 
to only 35 per cent of the premiums 
collected and said that the “gross 
profit” to insurance companies there- 
fore must be 65 per cent. But insur- 
|ance men pointed out that all the 
costly protection and_ investigation 
| necessary to keep down fire losses al- 
| so must be paid out of premiums, in 
addition to ordinary administration 
| expenses. In any 15-year period such 
as must be considered for accurate 
figures, they said, the real profit of 
all the companies throughout the do- 
|minion never has been higher than 


| 7% per cent.

In announcing the marketing board 
scheme and the insurance idea, the 
| government candidly connected both 
| with the “treasury branch” or “credit 
house” idea, indicating that it is 
hoped to finance the projects through 
the public’s acceptance of the “treas- 
ury vouchers” instead of cash and 
with the backing of taxpayers’ funds 
in the provincial treasury.
